—A liberal democratic campaign 
fund contributor from Texas—the 
wife of a man who helped finance 
the Liberty League—almost shout- 
ed herself hoarse at the democrat- 
ic convention and' remarked, "I 
think this is great fun." 


This delegate-at-large had the 
privileges of the speakers' plat- 
form but chose the second row of 
the state's large delegation "be- 
cause I'd rather be down here 
and have a much better time." 


She was Mrs. William L. Clay- 


ton, 
wife of the Houston cotton 


shipper and once an outspoken 
opponent of the New Deal. 


Above the din of the convention's 


first 
major 
demonstration, she 


managed to shout: 


"But he Isn't a Liberty Leaguer 


any longer. He resigned, and not 
at my suggestion, either. I think 


now he Is a democrat at heart. 
"I'm a loyal New Deal support- 


er and on the way here I stopped 
in Washington and told President 
Roosevelt the Texas 
delegation 


was on the way to Philadelphia to 
knock out a home run for him." 


She told about giving $7,000 to 


the democratic fund. 
Her husband, she said, remark- 


ed casually one day he had joined 
the league. 
"Right there and then I decid- 


ed to match what he gave. So 
when my check from a telephone 
company dividend came along, I 
just sent it to Mr. Farley with a 
personal check of my own to make 
up $7,000. I told Mr. Farley I 
wished I could make it $10,000 but 
the family budget just wodldn't 
stand it.

His identification 
and sympathy with the everyday 
life and needs of ordinary men 
is the truth about Jesus that is in 
peril of being lost. Over and over 
again, the Gospels call the divine 
Saviour "the Son of man"; the 
One who was at all points touch- 
ed with the feeling of our com- 
mon infirmities. 
The Hero Who Changed Thing*. 
Our warrant for expecting that 


Christ 
may 
Intervene 
in 
the 


world's present difficulties Is this 
truth, of His nearness to mortal 
needs, and the precedent that He 
has already set. For has He not 
been the Hero who has changed 
the world in the years that have 
intervened since He walked the 
earth in person? 
Slowly, 
throughout 
the cen- 


turies, great changes have been 
effected in human society. The 
lot of the poor and of the slaves 
in the time of Christ should be 
contrasted with the world today, 
wherein slavery is practically abol- 
ished, and the condition of the 
poor is a major issue in every 
legislative body.

CHANGING HORSES 


We like our form of gov- 


ernment, of course. It fits 
us. But in some respects it 


1 is far from matching the 


efficiency we display in oth- 
er fields. This is particularly 
true 
in 
our 
method 
of 


changing administrations. 


A change of government 


in countries using the "par- 
liamentary system," Eng- 
land or France for example, 
is absurdly simple in com- 
parison. They don't need a 
formal election. If the gov- 
erning party loses 'popular 
support, as evidenced by 
refusal of the national legis- 
lature to support the prime 
minister, 
then the figure- 


head sovereign—who may 
be either King or nonparti- 
epn President—asks 
some 


likely-looking man repre- 
senting the dissatisfied par- 
ty to "form a government." 
He 
assembles a 
cabinet 


group of like-minded states- 
men, 
who 
are formally 


okayed by the figurehead 
sovereign, 
and 
then they 


govern until they in turn are 
overthrown. 
Formal 
elec- 


tions may be held at stated 
intervals, but are not essen- 


Civics, called "the neg- 


lected orphan of our educa- 
tional system," seems about 
to come into its own. The 
depression focussed public 
attention on many economic 
and governmental problems 
which used to be left to the 
theorists and the profession- 
al politicians. Now there is 
an extensive revival of civic 
responsibility. 


From this 
attitude 
has 


come a surprising interest 
in the subject of civics as 
taught in the public schools. 
A committee in New York 
state made a thorough ex- 
amination of the work done 
in civics classes and found 
it generally inadequate. Too 
little time is given to it. 
Few teachers are trained to 
teach it 
well. 
Instruction 


keeps too close to the print- 
ed page and fails to tie in 
the textbook principles with 
politics and government as 
practiced in the community. 


The investigating commit- 


tee recommends 
that 
all 


these faults be corrected as 
rapidly as possible. It urges 
that schools be required to

out public-minded 


graduates, prepared to play 
an active part in public af- 
fairs.

animosities. 
The 1932 convention at Chi- 


cago recommended that the pres- 
ent conclave repeal the rule. It 
was adopted In 1832, primarily to 
primarily to protect small agri- 
cultural southern states from the 
mass population powers of their 
big industrial northern neighbors 
in selecting party nominees. 


Vote on Abrogation. 
The vote, according to 
dele- 


gate strength in the convention 
was 680 to 352.

—Francos Perkins, secretary of la- 
bor, gave democratic women a 
lesson today on ]Mew Deal accom- 
plishments to arm them for their 
part In the coming campaign. 


Addressing the first of a series 


of breakfast meetings of women 
delegates and national committee- 
women, Secretary 'Perkins 
said 
that since inauguration of 
the 


New Deal better labor legislation 
had been enacted than in any cor- 
responding three years in the na- 
tion's history. 
"Since March, 1933," she said, 


"laws have been passed providing 
for: 
shorter hours In 13 states; 


minimum wages in nine states; 
protection against accident and In- 
dustrial disease In 16 states; reg- 
ulation and abolition of home work 
in three states; curbs on the issu- 
ance of injunctions in 18 states; 
and establishment of a 16-year 
minimum age for the employment 
of boys and girls in seven states.' 


"The New Deal has been, is, and 


will be vitually concerned with the 
welfare of working women," she 
said. 
"In private 
Industry, employ- 


ment payrolls, .and earnings of 
working women have been sub- 
stantially improved. The records 
of the bureau of labor statistics 
show that in the fourteen manu- 
facturing establishments 
in this 


country which employ the largest 
number of women, employment in- 
creased 27.1 per 
cent 
between 


March 1933, and March, 1936, with 
a corresponding Increase of 73.8 
per cent in payrolls, and from 16 
to 57 per cent in per capita earn- 
ings." 
She spoke of the annual con- 


ferences held by federal and state 
departments of labor to main- 
tain "the gains made by NRA in 
the Improvement of working con- 
ditions." 
She said that nearly one and a 


half million jobs for women were 
filled through the United States 
employment service between July, 
1933, 
and December, 1935.
